JHE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE PEOPLE 


Have No Use for the Seaboard, and Do Not 
Want it—They Think Their Own Line 
Better, and Will Stick to It. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 12.—[Special.] 


. Mr. John H. Inman was seen at the Read 
pouse this afternoon. THe ConstTITUTION 


correspondent questioned him regarding the 
reported scoop of the Seaboard. 

Mr. Inman replied: “I telegraphed Tue 
CoNSTITUTION that ‘no such trade has been 
made.’ That does not seem to. satisfy the 
papers. I could have made the answer 
broader, and stated that no such deal was in 
contemplation, and, in fact, there is none.”’ 

THEY DID NOT WANT IT. 

“We do not want the Robinson system. 
While it isa direct competitor to the Rich- 
mond and Danville, it in no manner inter- 
feres with the Terminal system. Competition 
does good sometimes, We now control over 
9,000 miles of rai!road, and thatis enough for 
one small set of men to manage and success- 
fully operate, as well as develop 
the country through which thé lines pass. 
Don’t you think so? The Seaboard line is 
a competitor of the Richmond and Danville, 
as I stated, but it is not as good a road as 
we have. What makes a railroad now is 
one that has a good track and enough roll- 
ing stock to accommodate the business of 
the country.”’ 

THE ONE TO GET THE BUSINESS. 

“The railroad that serves the public is the 
one to get the business. No, we have not 
scooped the Seaboard, nor we don’t want it. 

“T will return from here to Augusta, where 
I will remain about two weeks longer. 
While I am in Augusta my facilities for 
doing business with New York are as con- 
venient as could be wished.” 


SCARED OUT OF THE FIELD, 


Because the Plant System Claimed the Flor- 
ida Business. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 12.—[Special.]— 
President John M, Robinson, of the Seaboard 
and Roanoke system, arrived home tonight, 
with Director Louis McLane, from the 
south. , 

A conference was held tonight at President 
Robinson’s house, with Vice-President R. 
Curzon, Hoffman, and other directors of the 
Seaboard system. 

PRESIDENT ROBINSON TALKS. 

President Robinson “detailed the results of 
his inspection trip over the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad, and the meeting in 
Florida with President Sparks, of the Macon 
Construction Company. He notified the 
latter that he (Robinson) was disappointed 
in the terminals and condition of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, its earning. capacity 
and the ameunt of stocks and bonds of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida that the Seaboard 
would have to take care of; and more than all, 
the fact that the Macon Construction Company 
and the Macon and Savannah Construction 
Company were so heavily indebted to 
MecTighe & Co., and who are building the 
Macon and Atlantic and the Macon and 
Birmingham railroads, and that Mc- 
Tighe & Co. might beable to prevent the 
consummation of the deal, unless they were 
paid the $400,000 due them by Sparks and his 
colleagues. Pee, 

THE TERMINAL DEAL. 

The correspondent of THE CONSTITUTION 
asked President Robinson and Vice President 
Hoffman if it was true that they were consid- 
ering an offer for the Seaboard system from 
the West Point Terminal Company. They 
both declared that they had no offer from 
President Inman, or any of his associates in 
the Richmond and Danville system, and what 
was more, the Seaboard and Roanoke system 
is not for sale. 

DISGUSTED WITH ROBINSON’S ACTS. 

Some eight or ten shares of Macon Con- 
struction stock is held in this city by men who 
are abie to protect it. They were disgusted 
when they learned that President Robinson 
would not carry out his deal with President 
Sparks, and think the Seaboard system can be 
held to the terms of the contract. There are 
some heavy blocks of Georgia Southern and 
Florida bonds held in Baltimore, and when it 
became known that the deal was off, they de- 
clined to ninety. 

THE PLANT PEOPLE THREATEN. 

Some moves are being made in North Caro- 
lina and Georgia by the Cape Fear and Cin- 
cinnati railroad, of which Alex Brown & Sons 
are the backers, that will head off the Robin- 
600 system in its effort for the Wilmington 
business. An impression prevails in Balti- 
more that the Plant system, backed by the At- 
lantic Coastline and the West Point Terminal 
Company, has notified the Seaboard line that 
Floyda belongs to the Plant system, while the 
Central of Georgia will look upon the building 
of the Macon and Northeastern road from 
Elberton to Macon as notice of the opening of 
& contest. 

SPARKS DROVE A GOOD BARGAIN. 

There is an impression in financial circles 
here that Sparks made a good bargain with the 
Seabord people, and thatthe latter hope to 
eventually get the Georgia Southern and 
Florida on better terms. 


CASHIER N. M. HODGKINS

Furnishes an Occasion for a Banquet in 
Chattanooga, 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 12.—[{Special.]— 
The most magnificent banquet ever given in Chat- 
tanooga is in progress at the Read house tonight. 
It is a memorable affair, as it;celebrates the mak - 
ing of the first basic steel in the south at Chatta- 
novoga last September. ' 

Theevent is complimentary to Nat. Baxter, A. M 
Shook and John H. Inman, officers of the Southern 
Iron Company, who built the steel mill here which 
has been so successfully operated. 

The committee of the Chamber of Commerce in 
charge of the banquet were arduously at work for 
ten days past, and it is one of the grandest affairs 
of the kind ever given. No expense was spared to 
have everything the best and most appropriate. 
New Orleans, Cincinnati and Florida markets are 
all contributing to the feast. The banquet is 
spread in the main dining room of the Read. This 
room is converted into a fragrant, beautiful gar- 
den by Nixon, the florist. The floral decorations 
far surpass anything of the kind ever seen in 
Chattanooga. The music for the occasion is fur- 
nished by the United States military band of the 
Atlanta barracks. One hundred and fifty covers 
are Jaid, and forty waiters are serving the tables. 
The regular toasts are few, and Chattapooga will 
not have much to say for itself. The banquet cer- 
tainly promises to be one of the most remarkable 
social gatherings ever held in the south. 

The occasion of the celebration will give a text 
for a full discussion of Chattanooga’s present im- 
portance and future prospects. 

The dinner is served on tin plates appropriately 
inscribed, and made from Chattanooga steel, and 
the wine served in cups of the same material.

WEAVERS OUT ON STRIKE. 


They Complain of the Frequency of Fines 
Imposed Upon Them. 

PROVIDENCE, R.I1., March 12.—Eight hundred 
Weavers employed by the Atlantic mills, Nos. 1, 2 
and 3, are out on strike on account of aileged ex- 
cessive fines imposed for alleged imperfections in 
cloth. They alsocomplain of the frequency of 
tines. This morning in mill No. 1, sixty-four 
fines were posted on the board. The weavers were 
aroused and immediately quit work. They re- 

aired to the armory of the Olneyville Temperance 

adets. They elected John Cummings 
chairman, n roceeded to dis- 
euss the situation. Three-fourths of¢ them 
were women. They said they did not object to 
necessary fines, or to fines for negligence. They 
told of imperfections made bytheloom when it 
was necessary to stop it, or move the lathes. They 
appointed a committee of five to confer with the 
superintendent, and report at a meeting to be 
held at 7 o’clock this evening. This afternoon the 
weavers in mills Nos. 1 and 3 left work and joined 
in the strike. Each mill added two represeuta- 


tives to the strikers’ comrnittee.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 
NEw YorkK, March 12.—Futures opened six to 


seven points dearer, declined, closing steady at 


seven points advance from yesterday’s closing 
prices. It was a field day on the cotton exchange, 
as the total dealings, nearly 200,000 bales will tes- 
tify. The bulls assumed the aggressive toward 
the bears. Tne sharp advance in Liverpool 
prompted only a moderate advance in this market, 
and it was soon nearly all jost. It was said that 
the buying was largely on Liverpool account, with 
the purpose of supporting the market in leading 
the dull interest there. From 9.20 for August 
prices fell back a few points under sales. by room 
traders to realize, but no decided weakness was 
developed and a fresh rally took place in the last 
fifteen minutes. The weather reports from the 
south were unimportant. Spot cotton was 1-l6c 
dearer and moderately active.

THE DOORS CLOSED. 


MR. W. L. HIGH, MADISON'S PROMI- 
NENT BANKER, 


IS BELIEVED 10 BE — INVOLVED. 


The Doors of the Bank Closed—J. K. Wright 
and J. R. High to Wind up His Busi- 
ness—A Financial Sensation. 


Mapison, Ga., March 12.—[Special.]|—‘“Mr. 
W. L. High has failed!” 

This startling announcement greeted the 
ears of the people today. 

Upon inquiry the facts in the case were re- 
vealed as follows: 

Mr. W. L. High, as county treasurer, owed 
Morgan county the sum of $5,600. In making 
& return of this fund to the new treasurer, Mr. 
P. S. Burney, he paid him $2,100 in cash. 
Mr. Pennington, Mr. High’s cashier and book- 
keeper, drew up a check upon Phinizy & Co., 
of Augusta, forthe remainder, $3,500, and 
handed it to Mr. Burney. He at first refused 
to take it, claiming that the county’s funds 
Should only be handled in cash. After a con- 
sultation with his bondsmen, Treasurer Burney 
finally agreed to accept the check, condition- 
ally. Those conditions were that if the check 
was paid, Burney’s receipt for same should 
hold good, otherwise it should be returned. 

THE CHECK PROTESTED. 

The check was forwarded to Augusta, and 
on Wednesday Mr. Burney was notified by 
telegraph that Phinizy & Co. had refused pay- 
ment. The public, ever quick to catch on to 
rumors, began to make inquiries, and on 
yesterday all the facts in the case leaked out. 

Mr. High’s indebtedness to the county is now 
$3,500, which will be the first amount paid by 
Messrs. J. K. Wright and J. R. High, who 
have his business in charge. Mr, High’s books 
are now being carefully examined, and in about 
two days a full statement of his business will 
be made public. 

The air was filled with rumors in this city. 
Depositors who had money in High’s bank be- 
came wild with excitement, and many de- 
manded their money, which was refused. 
Rumor said Mr. High had over1,900 bales of 
cotton in Augusta, but had overdrawn the 
amount of money which the cotton would now 
bring if placed on the market. 

MR. J. R. HIGH TALKS. 

The Madisonian reporter saw Mr. J. RB. 
High. 

“The facts in the case are simply these,” 
said he, ‘‘Buck as you know, has been in such 
bad health forsome time that he has been 
unable to attend to his business personally. 
He is now confined to his bed, and Jim 
Wright and myself have been given power of 
attorneys to wind up his affairs. As soon as 
his books have been overhauled, I will de- 
mand a settlement with all parties who owe 
him, and try to pay all his debts. The money 
due the county and individual depositors will 
be the first paid.”’ | 

MR. HIGH’S CONDITION. 

Mr. W. L. High is in very feeble health. He 
is now confined to his room, and is unable to 
transact any business at all. This news, to- 
gether with the story of his financial embar 
rassment, will be heard with sad regret by

THE NEW COTTON PICKER. 


The Lone Star Cotton Picker Which Will 
Displace the Negroes. 

Waco, Tex., March 12.—[{Special.|—The Lone 
Star Cotton Picker Company was recently organ- 
ized in Waco, Tex., capital stock $5,000,000, 
Colonel E. J. Gurley presidentand Mr. Seth P. 
Turner secretary and treasurer. Mr. Angus Camp- 
bell, the inventor and patentee, is a citizen of 
Waco. The controlling .interest is held in this 
city. Grounds have been purchased on the east 
side of the river for the location of the factory. 
Machinery has been bought and will soon be 
placed in position for manufacturing the picker. 
The company is chartered under the lawsof the 
state of Lilinois. 

A brief description of the Lone Star Cotton 
Picker might be interesting to your readers. The 
“er nned is mounted on two traction wheels, s0 
yalanced as not to press heavily on the necks of 
the horses. It can be readily raised or lowered by 
the driver wnile in operation. There are 300 
picking fingers inserted im a drum having a com- 
pensating movement that allows the fingers to 
stay in one position while in the plant, thus avoid- 
ing any drag motion that would injure the leaves, 
blooms and iminature bolls. The fingers are 
bearded with innumerable points of bristles, 
placed in longitudinal grooves, projecting 
slightly from the periphery, and while in the plant 
have a rapid rotary movement about their indi- 
vidual axis, instantly engaging the tibrous lint 
and spinning it around themselves. As the drum 
revolves the loaded fingers, upon reaching the 
top, come in contact with a stripping device. 
This device is a series of large disk-shaped brushes, 
which are on one shaft, double in diameter the 
length of the fingers, and run ata fast speed, 80 
that the brushes strip the cotton from the fingers 
and the centrifugal force throws it into a large 
receptacle in the rear part of the machine. 

This machinery is encased in a box or body, 
open front and bottom, wire gauze sides, top and 
end. The entire weight of the picker 1s about 1,000 
pounds, of light draught and easily drawn by an 
average pair of horses or mules. Only two iabor- 
ers are required to operate it. It will pick 90 per 
cent of all open cottou, and will gather per day 
from 3,000 to 3, pounds, or two bales. e lint 
is asfreefrom dirt or trash as that picked by 
hand, It was thoroughly tested last fall in the 
cotton fields of Waco, and pronounced a success 
by all who witnessed it in operation. It does not 
injure the plant.

THE FARMERS KICK 


Because Moore and Cockrell Voted for 


Palmer. : : 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 12.—Dissension is 
rife among agricultural organizations of the state. 
The election of General |Palmer by votes of Rep- 
resentatives Moore and Cockrell bas caused a 
division among the Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial 
Association lodges of Illinois, and this breach 
will be but widened by an address issued tonight 
by Streeter, the recent senatorial candidate, and 
Representative Taubeneck, the single farmer 
member who remained true to the independent 
candidate on the last ballot. The address is di- 
rected to the Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Associa- 
tion and other independent and industrial organi- 
zations, and is in part as follows: 

“It would seem to be meet and proper that we 
present some facts in this memorable contest for 
the election of a United Statas senator. In doing 
this we present a line of facts showing that there 
has been no surrender on our part, but thpt we 
have steadfastly, from the beginning, followed 
the line of policy that was agreed upon at the be- 
ginning of this legislative term. There was a con- 
ference held at Leland, when the legislature con- 
vened, at which Representatives Cock- 
rell and =Taubeneck, A. J. Streeter 
and Captain A. P. Petrie were  pres- 
ent. At this conference the policy of Streeter’s 
candidacy was first marked out and unanimously 
agreed upon. At this conference it was agreed, 
with one accord, that in case of his election, 
Streeter would maintain and defend the princi- 
ples of the Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Associa- 
tion and other agricultural and labor organiza- 
tions, and outside of these in and consideration o 
this support of the republican members, Streeter 
would be at liberty to vote with 
our republican friends on other  is- 
sues, With this understanding and 
agreement.

QO. Slocum, for attorney general. 

Résolutions adopted reiterate the approval of 
the St. Louis platform of 1888; demand free raw 
material for Khode Island’s manufacturing indus- 
tries covering the necessaries of life,and denounce 
the policy by means of which the eastern states 
are reduced to the pace of fiscal feudatories 
of Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

The Rhode Island democracy does not advocate 
a possible theory of free trade, but believes in 
freer trade with all countries.

POISON IN THE POT, 


HOW OLD MAN WIGGINTON HAD 
HIS REVENGE. 


HE PUT ARSENIG IN FERGUSON'S COFFEE. 


Two Kentucky Tobacco Growers Raise a Crop 
of Tobacco Together, and in the Di- 
vision a Tragedy Follows. 


MrT. Steruine, Ky., March 12.—A mob on 
Tuesday night came near lynching the Wig- 
ginton family, composed of John Wigginton 
and his four sons, for poisoning W. Ferguson 
and G. C. Watts, his sons-in-law, both of 
whom died, and Miss Boyd, a granddaughter 
of the Fergusons, who is still in a critical con- 
dition. The Wiggintons were suspected, and 
after arrest, the boys, the youngest of whom is 
only ten years, confessed. 

Their father bought 10 cents worth of arsenic 
and sent two of his sons to Ferguson’s house. 
One of them stepped into the kitchen and put 
the arsenic in the coffee pot, after supper. The 
next morning the old coffee was used with 
fresh coffee, and the family was poisoned. 
The Wiggintons and Watts had raised tobacco 
together last year, and there was a dispute be- 
tween them about the proceeds, and on this 
account the Wiggintons wanted to kill the 
Watts. 


THE TRIAL OF KINCAID 


For Killing Ex-Representative Taulbee in 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—In the criminal court 
this afternoon, C. Maurice Smith, of counsel for 
C. E. Kincaid, indicted for shooting ex-Repre- 
sentative W. P. Taulbee, presented a motion for 
summoning and paying the fees of certain wit- 
nesses by the government.

ings. Both these structures are completely ruined.

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BROUGHT OUT BY THE COMMISSION 
YESTERDAY. 


Major Lewis Gives an Expert’s Opinion on 
the Value and Condition of the West- 
ern and Atlantic in 1890. 


The betterments commission convened for 
its third session at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The examination of Major E.C Lewis, un- 
finished at Wednesday’s session, was con- 
tinued by Mr. Boykin Wright for the plain- 
tiffs. Mr. Wright dwelt exbaustively upon 
the report of the 1870 commission, showing 
that the state had been credited with all the 
track appurtenances then in use. He said 
that this equipment would be unfit for use at 
the present day. 

The examination was then’ switched on to 
the life ofa rail, some very interesting testi- 
mony being developed on this point. 

“How much tonnage will a steel rail sustain, 
during its lifetime, on such a road asthe 
Western and Atlantic?” asked Mr. Wright. 

*‘A bout 150,000,000 tons.”” 

‘‘At what figure do you place the tonnage 
that has passed over the Western and 
Atlantic?” 

“Seventy-five million tons in seventeen 
years. On that basis the rails would be good 
for thirty-four years, all told. When casting 
up theresult of our examination, at the be- 
ginning of this year, we deducted from the 
above computation a little less than ten years 
for wear from exposure to the elements, 
placing the average life of a rail on the road 
at twenty-five years.”’ 

**What value do you place upon a rail that 
has been used for a considerable period ?’’ 

‘*A steel rail has a service value of $24, and 
a scrap value of $16. As scrap iron they are 
valuable for a variety of purposes, notably, the 
manufacture of rails, nearly all the rails in the 
country being produced from wornout rails.” 

‘*‘What was the value of the rails on the road 
at ‘the beginning of 1891 ?”’ 

‘Valuing all the good rails, whether in use 
or in reserve, at $30.40 per ton, they form a 
total valuation of $442,052.”’ 

‘‘What is the value per cubic yard of the. 
ballast on such a road as the one in ques- 
tion ?”’ 

‘Counting in the cost of quarrying, trans- 
portation, breaking, etc., we gave it a valua- 
tion of $1.53, but allowed $1.25, which we 
considered a proper reduction for waste, etc. 
There were 146,812 cubic yards, all told, in the 
road, and deducting 25 per cent leftan allow- 
ance of 127,373 yards, the valuation of the 
same being $159,216.” 

‘‘What was the value of the ties ?”’ 

‘‘We placed an average valuation upon the 
ties of 234 cents each. Forty per cent of these 
were classed as good, 30 per cent were medium, 
20 per cent poor and 10 percent were worth- 
less, having uo value. We struck an average 
on all these classes at 235 cents. More ties 
were required per mile in 1890 than 
i 1870, owing to the greater

The total number of ties in use in 1890 

was 474,500, their value on the above basis be- 
ing $111,507.”’ 

“How did you value the sheds, section 
houses and the like that you found in your ex- 
amination ?’’ ‘ 

‘*'We valued the intrinsic entering into their 
construction and time occupied in the work.’’ 

‘‘Tow about the bridges ?’’ 

**We valued them the same way, computing 
by the foot ?”’ 

“How did you value the schutes, tanks, 
section houses, etc. ?’’ 

‘‘We put about the same valuation on them 
as was given in the 1870 report. The round- 
house in Atlanta was valued in 1870 
at $22,000. ,We deducted 10 per cent, or 
$2,000, from its valuation for wear and tear 
during the twenty years of use, although it had 
been kep# in good repair. Its physical condi- 
tion now is good.”’ o 

Major Lewis was asked to explain how it: 
was a bridge could be safely used for years 
after its condemnation. 

He replied that the condemnation of a 
bridge did not necessarily imply that it was 
unfit for use. Judicious repairing might Keep 
it in shape for years afterward. Bridges were 
usually made tive times as stoutin their con- 
struction as the work for which they were in- 
tended necessitated. When any essential por- 
tion of a bridge was found to be weak§through 
decay or undue strains from heavy traftic, an 
expert would pronounce the life of the whole 
bridge ended. The average life of a bridge 
is seven years. A bridge built’in,’66 and con- 
demned in ’70 wouldthen have no other sale 
value than for old timber. 

‘Take a condemned bridge as you found it 
in 1870,’’ said Mr. Wright, ‘‘and how longa 
time would be occupied in its renewal Jo 
practical purposes ? 

‘If the entire traffic of the road over that 
point were stopped it could be renewedin a 
very short while, but to renew it without sus- 
pension of trattic would take about five years’ 
time. The bridges were all in better condition 
in 1890 than when leased by the plaintiffs in 
1871, and all had been rebuilt since then with 
the exception of the Allatoona bridge.’’ 

‘*You say,’’ said Judge Hall, in cross-exam- 
ining the witness, ‘“‘that the average fifty-six 
pound rail will sustain a traffic of 150,000,000 
tons during its lifetime ?”’ 

‘Does the climate affect the stability of a 
rail ?’’ 

‘Yes, and its manner of construction also 
has a great deal to do with it.”’ 

“‘Hasn’t a rail less life when on sharp curves 
than when laidin a straight line ?”’ 

‘‘That depends on how itis laid. A curved 
track, properly laid and elevated, will last as 
long as a straight one.’’ 

‘“‘What is your authority as to the life of a 
rail ?”’ 

“The experience of practical railroad 
builders and a well-known writer on questions 
of that kind, Mr. M. W. Forney, editor of The 
Engineering News.”’ 

**Does granulation render a rail unsafe ?’’ 

‘‘Not necessarily. It depends on the extent 
to which it is granulated. A rail may be 
worn out and worthless and still not granu- 
lated. The danger in a badly granulated rail 
is in its liability to breakage.”’ 

Here a little passage-at-arms occurred be- 
tween Judge Hall and the witness. 

“In giving an opinion on the condition of 
these rails,’’ asked the former, ‘‘whose judg- 
ment carries the most weight—yours, as an 
expert, or that of the man who put them 
down, watched and replaced them ?’ 

“My judgment is good,’’ answered Major 
Lewis, decisively.”’ 

‘*Is it better than his?” 

‘*His is not worth any more than mine.” 

‘*What is the average life of a crosstie?” 

**The life of a good tie is from seven to eight 
years. A goodtie in the roadbed is worth 
about 35 cents. We valued the ties in 1890 at 
$111,500.”’ 

“Suppose the present lessees wanted a 
heavier rail than the fifty-six pound rail to 
sustain their heavy traffic,’’ asked Chairman 
Hammond, ‘‘would not that suftice ?’’ 

‘The fifty-six pound rail is the standard, 
but of course a road has to adjust a rail 
to its traffic. The Louisville and Nashville 
road, which does a heavy freight . business, 
uses the standard rail.’’ 

At the conclusion of Judge Hall’s questions 
to the witness Colonel Hammond produced a 
number of exhaustive questions. He read the

Colonel! Hammond then read the./sgecond 
question as follows: :

: stracks, crosésties, 
i fixtures upon the whole 
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road, that would be 
reguired to make its condition in December, 1890 
on @ par with its condition in 1870, atthe time of 
the lease? 

“T would require time to calculate before 
answering that question,” was the reply. 
‘“‘Some value would have to be placed on the 
removed appurtenances. The expense would 


be very great.’’ 

Question 3: “If the lessees in July, 1887, or at 
any time since, had made al]] the removals, 
restorations and substitutions inquired about, in 
the track, sidetracks, crossties, ps rin gy and 
other fixtures, could they have continued for the 
remaining peoriod of the lease to have operated 
the road with the engines and freight cars of the 
modern size and weight, without practically 
stopping the operation of the road?” 

“The road could not bave been operated 
with the heavy modern machinery.”’ 

Question 4: “Considering the interference with 
the operations of the road that might be caused 
by the removals, restorations and substitutions in- 
quired about, the actual expense of making the 
same, the unfitness of the road bed, after such 
changes were made, for the rolling stock now 
used, State, as a railroad expert, which, in your 
opinion, was the most profitable course for the 
lessees during, say the jast three years of 
the lease, to utilize the road in its bettered 
and modernized condition, or to put it back in the 
condition of 1870 by removing, restoring and sub- 
stituting fixtures? Orto put the question more 
plainly, would the price which could be obtained 
tor such removed and changed fixtures and ap- 
purtenances compensate the lessees for the actual 
expenses of such removals and changes, and for 
the loss of earning capacity in the transportation 
facilities of the road, caused by putting the road 
back to its condition in 1870?’ 

‘Yes, they could have removed the steel 
rails and replaced them with iron rails.”’ 

Messrs. Brown and Wright objected to these 
questions, saying they were too general in 
their scope. : 

Chairman Hammond, after some little argu- 
ment had ensued, decided to temporarily with- 
hold the last question, saying that it would be 
established by a future witness. The first 
three questions were allowed to stand. 

Mr. Wright asked the witness whether the 
cost to the state would not have been more 
than $727,000 had the old lessees returned the 
road in the same state as they found it. 

Colonel Anderson objected to this question, 
and after a protracted argument, the court de- 
cided to allow the answer subject to omission 


later. 
Major Lewis answered in the affirmative. 
Tne clock struck 2, and the commission 


adjourned till 9 o’clock this morning. 
BISHOP PIERCE PREACHED THERE 


And Within Its Walls Kev. Levi Pierce 


Was Ordained. 

SPARTA, Ga., March 12.—[Special.]—ThejMetho- 
dist church here is undergoing repairs. The 
ladies of the congregation, ably seeonded by Revs 
Ellerson R. Cook, the efficient pastor, are having 
it elegantly papered and ¢arpeted. The improve- 
ment will be a marvelous one,and will be com- 
pleted next week under the ‘superintendance 
of Mr. Keen, of Macon. In the meantime the 
congregation are worshiping with the Presby- 


terians. 

The history of this old chureh would make fine 
reading if it could be written. In the early days 
of this country Bishop Asbury held an annual 
conference in Sparta. This was about 1804. The 
conference was held in the old Lucas mansion, 
which still ornaments the town. Dr. Levi Pierce, 
one of the greatest preachers of his age, was or- 
dained at that conference. Shortly thereafter the 
chureh building was erected. Its architec- 
ture was plain and primitive. The pulpit was 
built high up, and the preacher stood where the 
brethren occupying the front seats had their heads 
and necks forced irtoa very unnatural position. 
It remained thus until about 1868, when Rev. A. J. 
Jarrell, the pastor, among other great improve- 
ments brought about by him im the church, put in 
a modern pulpit. About 1874 Rev. George H. 
Patillo a:ided a cupola, with the vestibule, and 
Colonel Thomas M. Turner presented the church 
with an excellent bell. Now, still more modern 
pulpit furniture, including elegant cathedral 
chairs, will be placed there, and exquisite paper- 
ings will cover the walls and carpetimg the floors.

OPELIKA, Ala., March 12.—[Special.]—The 
municipal election occurs April 20, 1891, and 
considerable interest is already beginning to 
be manifested by our people. 

In the past, nothing has done so much to re- 
tard Opelika’s . development as divisions 
among our people on municipal elections. 

The readers of Toe Constitution will re- 
collect the famous and exciting Dunbar and 
Tramwell contest of 1882.

The Rise in the Mississippi. 

GREENVILLE, Miss.March 1*.—[Special.]—The rise 
in the river here continues at the rate of two to two 
and a half inches in twenty-four hours. The water 
level at this point is forty-one feet, one foot above 
the danger line, and two feet below the high- 
water mark of last year. The danger line here is 
forty feet, which means the bank full. Behind 
this are the levees, which are from five to twenty 
feet in height in this levee district. The recent 
rainfall in the Cumberland and Tennessee valleys 
causing those streams to rise rapidly and overflow 
their banks, which will add its volume to the 
present high stage of water now in the Mississippi, 
would naturally be the cause of much apprehen- 
sion to the inhabitants of this valley, but it seems 
that there is more apprehension felt in other sec- 
tions of the country for our welfare than is ex- 
hibited here among the people.

SITUATION UNCHANGED ON THE 
M. AND N. G,. 


Other Matters of General Interest to Rail- 
road Men in this Section of the 
Country—Railroad Notes. 
Nothing new has developed in the Marietta 
and North Georgia situation. 

The men are still on strike, however, and all 
freight trains are blocked. 

Reports concerning the running of passen- 
ger trains are misleading, but it is generally 
accepted as true that at best two trains per 
day are running between Marietta and Knox- 
ville, leaving both ends of the route simul- 
taneously. The Ellijay accommodation has 
not been operated since the strike began. It 
is reported, also, that the train on the branch 
line, connecting Murphy with the main line at 
Blue Ridge, has been discontinued. 


A rumor published some days ago, that a 
number of passenger agents of the East Ten- 
nessee road would be asked to resign April 
Ist, seems to have gained a great deal of 
credence in Atlanta. 


The tracks of the East Tennessee road be- 
tween Dame’s Ferry and Macon have been 
flooded for several days past, stopping all 
traflic between the latter place and Atlanta. 
The water is falling now, however, and it is 
thought the road will be opened up again some 
time tomorrow. 


—_— 


The territory of Major Barnes as superin- 
tendent of the Georgia division of the East 
Tennessee road includes the lines from Cleve- 
land to Brunswick, Rome to Attalla, and the 
Rome and Decatur division. 


The engineers on the Western and Atlantic 
have, it is said, had their pay increased from 4 
cents to 444 cents per mile. The increase also 
applies to the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis road. 

Thé Southern and Southwestern Railway Club 
will hold its regularjmonthly meetingjat Memphis, 
March 19th. 

It is understood that Mr. A. M. Quarrier, second 
vice president of the Louisville and Nashville 
road, will be made first vice president, his duties 
remaining the same, and that Judge Woods will 
be elevated from the third to the second vice 
oe his duties also remaining unchanged. 

his change would mean the abolishing of one 
of the vice presidencies, but no changein the 
duties of anybody concerned, except the creation 
of achairmanship of the board of directors. 

AnEnglish paper says: “Jay Gould already 
controls the Union Pacific, the Missouri Pacific, 
age sy the Iron Mountain, the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith, the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, the 
International and Great Northen, the Texas and 
Pacific, the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas, and 
the Wabash, which is credited to him, making a 
total of roads now controlled by him, the mileage 
ot which aggregates 20,314. If he makes the deal 
forthe combination of southeastern roads the 
total which he will have in hand will be 29,239 
miles, or nearly one-fifth of all in the United 
States.” 

The Financial Chronicle says: ‘Under the pro- 
cess of consolidation and amalgamation which 
has been so steadily going onamong the United 
States railroads in recent years, there are one or 
two companies now that can claim to controla 
larger extent of roadthan the Pennsylvania, but 
there the comparison ends. In the amount of its 
traffic and income and the extent of allits opera- 
tions and transactions, the Pennsy]lvania stands 
by itself, far surpassing every other railroad cor- 
poration in the country. In fact, its business and 
operations are simply on a prodigious scale, and 
with each succeeding year this feature is growing 
more striking. During 1890some other large com- 
panies increased their business in a really phe- 
nomenal way, but the amount of addition on the 
Pennsylvania was still heavier, so that that sys- 
tem has nogé only retained its lead, but in- 
creased it.’”’ 


The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road will not operate the Richmond, Nicholasville, 
Irvine and Beattyville railroad until it is com- 

leted to the latter town, when an immense trafic 

n coal, timber and ore will follow. Major Stine, 
who is president of the road, was in New York last 
week and had a settlement with the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia people. Hereafter the 
road will be operated independent of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, but this corporation will still 
assist the road in the way of traffic 
arrangement. Judge Richards, who is president 
of the Construction Company, has madeall neces- 
sary arrangements for the sale of the bonds re- 
cently issued, and the road will be completed at 
once to Beattyville. Of course the line has been 
pushed for funds for some time, says The Louis- 
ville Post, and the employes have not been paid 
for several months, but as soon as the bonds are 
sold the road will be completed and all of the 
debts paid off.. The road will undoubtedly pay 
from the start. 

The Tennessee River, Asheville and Coosa Rail- 
way Company is now busily engaged in laying a 
new road, which will tap the Moulton Valley and 
have its terminus at Sheffield. About twenty 
miles have been laid. The road will run through 
the richest mineral region in Alabama, besides 
taking‘in the new oil flelds. , 

The earnings of the Louisville and Nashville 
road for the fourth week in February were $296,- 
635,an increase over the corresponding period of 
last year of $36,220. 

The opening of joint traffic between the Georgia 
Pacific and the lines of the Gould system at Green- 
ville, Miss., has been postponed until April. It 
was intended that the interchange of traffic be- 
tweenthe Richmond Terminal and the Gould 
lines should begin on March ist. This been post- 

oned until April 1st, in order tocomplete and en- 

rge the facilities at the point of junction. 

Mr. H. P. Byrne fhas been appointed agent of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Company, at 
New Orleans, in placeof Mr. G. Tf. Badeau, re- 
signed.

JIMPSON WEED BERRIES. 


The Poisoning of a Whole Family in Spar- 
tanburg. 

SPARTANBURG, 8. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
There . occurred a horrible accident near 
this city, by which very near an entire family was 
poisoned, with results which may yet prove fatal. 
Mrs. J. S. Haynes is quite a wealthy lady, of good 
family, who resides five miles north of Spartan- 
burg. She has three children, a daughter half 
grown and a son and a small boy six oreight 
years old. 

Last night whilst the servants were preparing 
supper, the little boy was allowed to grind the 
coffee for that meal. He went to the pantry and 
procured what they supposed was coffee and 
ground it. It was boiled, and at tea the family 
remarked upon the curious taste of the beverage, 
but drank it. The mother and her eldest son 
drank two cups. About an hour after supper the 
entire family was taken with violent pains. Their 
throats were terribly dry and parched with a 
thirst which water would not quench. They lost 
their sight, and as evening wore on they became 
entirely crazed. The servants about the place 
hastily called in Dr. George R. Dean, of this city. 

Dr. Dean spent the entire night with the suf- 
ferers. The young ladv and child this morning 
were much improved, and are now resting easily, 
but the mother and son are in a precarious condi- 
tion, and will die. They had drank more than the 
others of the decoction. Dr. Dean analyzed the 
supposed coffee of the night before, and pro- 
nounced it to be made from the berries of the 
jimpson weed. Investigation developed the fact 
hatin the pantry, near the back, in which was 
contained the coffee, was anotherof almost similar 
appearance, containing a quantity of these seed. 
They had been collected and put there some time 
since, and had been used as a medicine for certain 
animals about the place.

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How to Check the Floods. 

The people of this country must go to 
work inearnest to guard against the tre- 
mendous floods which every year roll 
through our valleys with increasing force 
and volume. 

The retention among the mountains and 
hills of a large. portion of the rainfall and 
melted snow would greatly lessen the destruct- 
iveness of the floods, and would be of great 
benefit in the summer when the streams are 
needed for navigation and irrigation. There 
is only one way to do this, and that is to 
restore the mountain and hill forests. 

So much importance is attached to this 
matter in Europe that even the peasants 
have been induced to give their attention to 
the replanting of the trees on the ridges, 
where they were cut down by their fathers. 
Delay sometimes renders this impossible, as 
the removal of the trees causes the wash- 
ing away of the soil, leaving vast tracts of 
bare rock. Even inthis country there are 
some localities where the reckless de- 
struction of the forests, generations ago, 
makes it impossible to successfully attempt 
replanting. 

Of course the remedy suggested will re- 
quire time to make it effective, but it is the 
best safeguard. If neglected much longer, 
future history will record the destruction of 
many of the cities and towns on the banks 
of our rivers in every sectionof the country. 
We must make foresting one of the big 
questions of the day. 


The Democrats Are All Right. 


Deacon Shepard’s newspaper, The Mail 
and Express, makes what it calls ‘‘the family 
quarrel in the democratic party’’ the subject 
of along and tiresome editorial which dis- 
plays the usual folly and ignorance of the 
editor. If we take his word for it, the dem- 
ocratic party is split all in pieces, and is as a 
house divided against itself, which must in- 
evitab!y fall. 

Editor Shepard views the situation from a 
prejudiced and partisan standpoint. The 
little tilt between Governor Hill and Henry 
Watterson is his text, and this is the quarrel, 
according to The Mail and Express, which is 
shaking the party from center to circumfer- 
ence. 
~ Nothing could be more absurd. Demo- 
crats are liable to differ with each other 
sometimes, and their differences may lead to 
momentary strife within the party; but asa 
whole, the party is solid and united, and 
democrats will work harmoniously to meet 
the issues before them. 

In a certain sense, this is the campaign 
season. The leading men of the democratic 
party are looking about them for weapons 
with which to fight its battles; they are dis- 
cussing men and measuresand mapping out 
the line of march. But when the proper 
time comes, differences will be reconciled, 
and the party will be a unit as to all that af- 
fects its welfare and the welfare of the people. 

So much cannot be. said for the republic- 
ans. A blind man might see that the party 
for which The Mail and Express speaks, the 
party it seeks to represent, is the one that is 
divided against itself, with depleted and dis- 
ordered ranks. The reverse only is true of 
the democratic party, which was never 
stronger than now, or more confident of the 
victory tocome. Editor Shepard is wasting 
his ammunition, and his bullets fly wide of 
the mark.

When she 
gets built up and fenced in, and capital, 
enterprise and population drift into more 
permanent channels, she will work with less 
féverish haste, but steadily, and she will not 
only have more time to think, but she will 
pay her thinkers, and clamor for new ideas 
at the highest market price. 


The Unprotected Farmer. 

While the census shows that the popula- 
tion of the middle and first-class cities is 
rapidly increasing, it also shows that the 
small towns and the agricultural districts 
around them show a decrease. 

The conclusion reached by The Boston 
Globe is that our farmers are not receiving 
any of the boasted benefits of protection. 
Under the operation of continued war 
tariffsthe agricultural] interest has steadily 
declined. 

If this is not the correct view of the mat- 
ter, why is it that there isa steady drift 
from the country tothe towns? Why are 
there so many deserted farmsin the east? 
Why are so many southern farmers moving 
to town? Why are western farmers forcibly 
resisting the mortgage loan companies? - 

We believe that The Boston Globe has 
hit the nailon the head. The robber tariff 
leaves the farmers entirely . unprotected, 
drains them of every dollar, and sinks them 
into a state of serfdom. 

The bare statement of these facts is 
enough. The most casual observer of the 
situation will be convinced that the fight for 
tariff and financial reform must go on to 
the end, without warning, halting or com- 
promising. 


Spain’s Periodical Blunder. 

The average Spaniard is too hot-headed, 
too hasty, too quick on trigger. 

It is neither a flagrant insult nor a breach 
of the peace for Americans to quietly discuss 
the possible annexation of Cuba tothe United 
States, but the Spaniards cannot be made 
to see it in that light. The mere suggestion 
of annexation stirs their blood, and The 
Madrid Heraldo voices public sentiment 
when it declares that Spain will never part 
with Cuba, and will fight to the bitter end 
before she will give up theisland. Simul- 
taneously with this wrathful ebullition comes 


the intelligence that about 7,000 Spanish 


troops will at once be sent to Cuba to sup- 
press any revolutionary movement that may 
be contemplated, 

Now, this is the very way to cause trouble. 
The Spaniards every few years bring on a 
Cuban revolt-by sending over troops and op- 
pressing the unhaypislanders. Sucha policy 
at the present time is unwise in the extreme. 
It will probably make the disaffected all the 
more anxious for separation. The 
soldiers will behave with their usual 
brutality, and such a strong annexation 
sentiment _ will spring up in_ this 
country, that some of our adventurous spirits 
will try a little filibustering. It may be that 
another Virginius affair will be the outcome 
of it all, and then our government will see 
what virtue there is in a vigorous foreign 
policy. 

This is mere speculation, of course, and 
there is yet time for Spain to pursue a more 
moderate course. The best thing she can 
doisto keep cool, and not bedevil the 
Cubans with unnecessary soldiers. There 
is no cause for alarm. If they are let alone 
the islanders will not revolt, and this repub- 
lic will neither attempt to force a sale, nor 
go to war for the acquisition of more terri- 
tory. . If Cuba comes to us in this generation 
if. will be through the folly of her rulers. 


« Personal Liberty in New York. 

It isa matter of regret to every American 
citizen that New York, the chief metropolis 
of the country, should hold personal liberty 
in as light esteem as it is regarded in the 
monarchical countries of Europe. 

We have on the federal statute book a law 
permitting the employment of United States 
deputy marshals at the polls. Throughout 
the country the opposition to the .law is so 
strong that the people run their own elec- 
tions, but in New York it is différent. In 
that city the federal marshals have full 
swing in congressional and presidential elec- 
tions. 

This is a fatal blow to personal liberty. 

Another point: The barbarous punish- 
men of imprisonment for debt was abolished 
long ago inthe other states, but in New York 
it still flourishes in various shapes. 

All this is bad enough, but the fact is now 
stated by a well-known judge that of 17,000 
insane patients in New Yorl: not over 1,000 
were sent to insane asylums through the 
action of courts and juries. There are pri- 
vate asylums for the wealthy, exempt from 
inspection. All that is necessary is that two 
physicians shall declare a man insane, when 
he may be locked up for life if «interested 
parties so desire. Such a person is civilly 
dead. He cannot reach the courts, and even 
if he did it would be useless for him to de- 
clare that he was sane. The two physicians 
and the other interested parties would have 
their way. 

It isa sad state of affairs. The greatest 
city of the union is under the rule of federal 
minions on election days. The empire state 
of the republic imprisons honest men indefi- 
nitely for debt, and allows thousands of citi- 
zens every year to be kidnaped and locked 
up for life, when scheming relatives and un- 
scrupulous physicians conspire against them. 

What New York needs is a campaign of 
education in which Jeffersonian democracy, 
home rule and personal liberty will be 
brought prominently to the front.

GENERAL GEORGIA GOSSIP.

Bankers and business men sent to the 
postoffice, only to find no one there to deliver 
mail, and they say that such a state of things calls 
for a public protest. A public meeting atthe ex- 
change is even called for, as something should be 
done to report the matter to headquarters. Who 
should be blamed for this condition of affairs is 
not stated, but it seems there was noe one in the 
office either to give or carry out orders.

four, chief secretary for Ireland, asked a credit of 
£55,831 forthe relief of distress in Ireland. He 
explained that the government had adopted every 
possible means to expedite relief works, which 
otherwise could not have been begun before April 
or May. Hespoke highly of the assistance farm- 
ers, priests and landlords had rendered, which 
had saved the governwent much expense. 
Altogether 800 men were employed on 
those works, and about 40,000 persons ghad 
been relieved. He had carefully inquired into the 
condition of every district, availing himself of 
every source of information, official and unofficial, 
and many private sourtes, He never alloweda 
statement of actual starvation to be twenty-four 
hours in his possession without instituting an 
immediate special inquiry and inevery case of 
absolute destitution reported he had found com- 
plete, and in many cases fraudulent, misrepre- 
sentation. 

There had been no case of starvation on the 
mainland, but there had been great risk of starva- 
tion on the islands,and,therefore, special steamers 
had been chartered to investigate the condition of 
the inhabitants and to convey meal and other 
supplies to them. He dwelt upon the difficulty of 
cbtaining an adequate supervision of relief work 
in order to ensure that all deserving and no unde- 
serving person should be employed. In some dis- 
tricts where _ reliable sts of deserving 
persons could befobtained, 7 shillings were paid 
weekly to persons on the relief works, but in other 
districts where it is impossible to obtain such 
lista the men were paid only in kind, meal to the 
value of 11 pence being given daily to each work- 
man. This had the effect of diminishing the 
demand for work. The total number of persons 
engaged on the relief works on Febuary 28th was 
7,397. Total amount of wages that had been paid 
was £21,159. The 
spending £3,000 weekly in wages.

THE FREEZE IN ENGLAND. 


Several Persons Frozen to Death—Trains 
Snowed In. 

Lonpon, March 12.—Following the blizzard a 
severe frost has setin all over England, greatly 
hindering the operation of railroads. Cornwall is 
isolated. Many wrecks are reported on that coast 
and at Land’s End a numberof people were frozen 
to death. At least seventy lives have been lost off 
the coast during the blizzard, and ten men per- 
ished from cold and exposure after reaching the 
shore. Several vessels are also known to be miss- 
ing. Days inust elapse before treight and — 
enger traffic is entirely restored on branch lines.

MARKET REVIEW. 


The following epitome of the different markets is 

furnished by Messrs. Youngblood & Haas: 
Cotton. 

Liverpool opened 5@6-6id higher, and private cables 
from there were much more encouraging than for some 
days past, there being much more desire to buy. Liv- 
erpoo! spot sales were also encouraging, and there was 
more activity in the Manchester market. All of this 
well justified the advance in New York, where the 
market opened 7@8 points up. This caused some real- 
ising and a trifie decline, which later in the day was 
overcome by southern and local buying, and values 
were advanced near 10 points from the lowest, closing 
steady near the top. Lehman Bro'sstill favor the long 
side of cotton, chiefly on account of weather condi- 
tions, which may retard planting. This factor alone 
is likely to prove sentimental, but the markets gener- 
ally are affected quite as often temporarily by senti- 
ment as otherwise. Cotton is likely to do some better 
for the present. 

Chicago Grain and Provisions. 

Wheat—Lower cables and good receipts caused an 
easier opening. Later Paris and Berlin came higher, 
accompanied by liberal buying orders. This, with the 
demand for cash wheat, both domestic and foreign, 
caused the advance. 

Corn held its own well throughout the day, closing 
at about the highest point in sympathy with wheatand 
provisions, while the same might be said of oats. We 
regard corn a fancy deal, and dangerous to buy. 

rovisions—Under liberal selling at the opening by 
packers, pork declined about 20c, but the strength in 
ain soon started the advance again and it closed for 
ay delivery at $11.15—35c above yesterday. The talk 
of French and German restrictions being removed was 
the chief cause of the advance from $11.00 to §11.25, 
which was just before the close. Our advice from 
good authority is that outsiders chiefly hold pork and 
are still buying, while packers are helping to boost the 
market along. This may cause a slight further ad- 
vance, but when the outside “‘lambs’’ take hold so 
freely it is, in our opinion, time to begin selling—espe- 
cially so in view of the enormous stocks of pork.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—The stock market today 
Was even more contracted than usual of late and the 
dealings were unusually barren of feature, while the 
movements in all cases were insignificant, outside of a 
few specialties.. This morning the bullish feeling 
among the traders was suddenly checked by the an- 
nouncement that a large firm in Paris was on the verge 
of suspension, and that great difficulty was being ex- 
perienced in obtaining accommodation needed to carry 
that through. This fact was aiso reported as creating 
great urieasiness in London, and London prices were 
no better than yesterday, and no buying orders were 

iven out by foreigners. Traders have been looking to 

ndon, and watching for signs of the revival of the 
speculative spirit, and og ndication that the late 
trouble has left its effects behind causes suspension of 
operations on the bull side immediately. The news of 
this morning, therefore, checked quickly the small 
buying of early trading, and the market from that 
time was simpiy dead to all intents and purposes. A 
slight decline was made in Grangers and Lackawanna, 
which monopolized all activity shown during the day, 
and a later annouhcement that the difficulty had been 
arranged failed to do more than recover: the slight 
losses, without stimulating even such activity as pre- 
vailed in the first hour. Among specialties national 
cordage was a strong feature, rising 1 per cent, but 
the remainder of the listed and unlisted department 
wasas bare of movement as on holidays. In the 
late dealings there was a little flurry in silver, and it 
was advanced % of a cent on large transactions, silver 
following with an equal gain, but which it could’ not 
hold.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, March 12.—-The wheat market was ex- 
tremely nervous. It was ready at all times to respond 
to bullish news, but sagged as soon as the effect had 
worn off. The volume of business transacted was by 
no means as large as it was yesterday. The lowest 
prices, as yesterday, were made during the early 
morning. May wheat started at §$1.01'., sold to $1.01'4 
and then advanced quickly to $1.025,. Sharp advances 
in corn, oats and pork had caused a stampede among 
small shorts. Realizing sales carried May off to $1.01'< 
and it ranged from §1.01%4(7$1.02'4 all the forenoon. 
Shortly after noon it advanced to $1.03‘, because of 
official closing cables, which quoted Berlin consider- 
ably higher on wheat, and Paris higher on flour and 
wheat. July wheat meanwhile started at 98'¢c, sold to 
98c, and ultimately advanced to $1.00. 

Trading in corn was of the same general character a 
has recently been noted. It took very little buying 
from a certain quarter to start prices up, and the exe- 
cution of orders at any particular price was as uncer- 
tain as ever. Shorts are so thoroughly demoralized 
that they dare not originate any trading, but wait 

atiently while attempting to catch on the prevailing 

umor of the bulls. The opening trades were all the 
way from 624¢c up to 63'4c, with very little business 
doing below the highest of these prices. It touched 
the top at 63\¢c, and thereafter went up and down fre- 
quently in a nervous manner between 6244¢ and 63}<c, 
being very firm toward the close. 

A prominent operator in oats claims that compara- 
tively few shorts have covered since the squeeze began. 
Transactions have been mostty of a scalping nature 
and parties who held long oats at the start have sol 
very sparingly, consequently still have control of the 
situation. It is a fact that large lines have béen put 
out above 49c, and it is quite possible in view of this 
fact that the short interest islarger now than when 
the price was in the neighborhood of 48c. The market 
was active, with prices showing a range of \%c in May 
and 1%c in July. 

The provision trade was again enlivened by a brisk 
demand for short pork. The motive power was pro- 
vided from the corn pit, the soaring tendency of that 
cereal again communicating itself to the product of its 
consumption. May pork opened $10.88 to $10.90, and 
touched $11,00, but the advance was checked by free 
selling on account of packers who sawin ‘the bulge a 
better return in barrelling pork than in cutting it up 
into box meats.

Colonel Robertson’s reasons for resigning, as 

- stated in his letter, are “‘that a continuance in 

ublic oftice must necessitate on my part a 
sacrifice of valuable private interests. I can- 
not, with justice to myself and others inter- 
ested, make such sacrifices when not demanded 
by the public welfare.” 

Colonel Robertson will have held the posi- 
tion a little more than one year; having been 
appointed by Governor Gordon to succeed 
Major Campbell Wallace. 

HON. VIRGIL POWERS. 

Simultaneous with the announcement that 
Colone! Robertson’s resignation had been ac- 
cepted, was the aznouncement that his suc- 
cessor would be Hon. Virgil Powers, of Macon. 

The resignation and appointment take effect 
on the Ist of April. 

Mr. Powers notified the governor that he 
would accept the position. 

Mr. Powers is a veteran in railroad manage- 
ment, thoroughly qualified by a lifetime ex- 
perience for the position he is to assume in the 
commission. 

He began railroading in 1834 with the Cen- 
tral, and remained with them until 1 For 
six years he was principal assistant‘éngineer 
on the Southwestern, and then went back to 
the Central as chief engineer until 1858, and 
then as superintendent until 1876. 

Fortwelve years he was commissioner of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion. Since 1888 Mr. Powers has been consult- 
ing commissioner of the association. 

He is now nearly seventy-two years of age, 
and has probably been railroading longer than 
any other man in the state. 

A Pardon Sweep. 

Four pardon applications were acted upon yes- 
terday. 

One granted—three refused. 

The lucky one is Ed Porter, who pleaded guilty in 
Marion county ten years ago to the charge of bur- 
glary. He was at that timea boy only fifteen 
years old, had borne up to that timea uniformly 
good character, and it appears further that he was 
influenced by an older and hardened criminal. 
His sentence was for twenty years. He was par- 
doned. 

Another petition was for the pardon of J.C. 
Bell, convicted of murder in Lumpkin county in 
182. He would have been hung but for the exer- 
cise of executive clemency by Alex Stephens. No 
good reason was presented for pardon, and the 
petition was refused. 

J.E. Kerby was convictedin Haralson county 
in 1890 of selling liquor without a license. He was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $250 or to serve twelve 
months. The reasons urged for his pardon are a 


dependent family, and that in selling liquor he 
was the agent of another man. The facts set forth 


, in the petition are substantially those upon which 
*) the jury returned their verdict, and the governor 


‘ 
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refuses to set aside their finding. 

The other application was in behalf of Iverson 
Biggers, convicted in 1890 in Walton county, of 
forgery. His sentence was four years. He pleaded 
guilty. Itis urged that he was quite young at the 
time, and the prosecutor /in that case is now 
amongst those petitioning for his pardon. The 
governor infers—from his being given the mini- 
mum sentence under the law—that these circum- 
Stances were duly considered when the sentence 
was passed, and the petition is refused.

Three military commissions were issued yester- 
day—to Colonel William F. Jones, Ninth Georgia 
regiment; Major J. O. Varnedo, of the Seventh 


Georgia battalion, and Junior Second Lieutenant
